ford. 

Plans are being set on font for 
a close precinct organization 
throughotit Madison county with 
the object of impressing upon ev- 
ery woman the necessity of going 
to the polls on election day and 
voting the democratic ticket.

Mrs. Cobb opened the nuelinp^ 
of the flenioeratic women with a 
stirring address. She said: 

"Ladies: — We have met here 
for the purpose of perfecting 
plans for a permanent organiza- 
tion of the democratic w<»nien of 
ihe county. As all of you doubt- 
less know, a number of ladies re- 
sponded to a call to attend our 
democratic county convention 
here last Saturday, and it was 
suggested that it was on appor- 
tune time t(j or.q:an!/.e a womr-Ln'- 
club to assist, or work in 'conjunc- 
tion v.ith the nun's tlemocratic 
club loctking to tiie t^aliiering to- 
gether of all our forces for the 
election of a democratic }iresident 
next November. Wbereiqx.n. a 
committee of three ladies was ap- 
pointed for this ])urpose. and im- 
mediately after the adjournnieni 
o£ the county convention, a num- 
ber of the ladies present remain 
ed, and at request of the newly 
appointed chairman. Miss Lain a 
Clay, kindly consented to act as 
temi)orarv chairman and flifecl 
our embarkation ui)on thii un- 
known sea. 

"As chairman, 1 wa- ealle 1 up- 
on for a speech- but 1 admitted 
that I was too young to talk, 
(now, don't yon look at my sil- 
very locks and laugh at such a re- 
mark). At my mother's knee I 
was tauj:ht tlii'.t children shonlc 
be seen and ntH heard, and as :

"The Kentucky legislature lias 
granted presidential suffrage to 
Kentucky wo;i'< n, and. it is now 
not merely a matter of opinion 
but our' duty as motheV, teacher, 
democratic citizen, to go to i! 
polls and vote. As we are in- 
formed, there are about 250.000 
eligil)le women voters m this 
state ; 60,000 to O.S.OW negro wo- 
men, who with possibly a few ex- 
ceptions, most assuredly* — even 
the lame, the halt. and the blind — 
will take advantage of this grant- 
ed privilege (as they should) and 
use the ballot, and you know now 
how they will vote. Now, are 
we going to sit back. 6.t000 of us 
and not vote to otf-set their num- 
ber? If you do, you can iigi.re 
out where we will be. It will iie 
like the little boy's fr^g-in-the- 
Avell problem. 

"Get busy, women, get busy. 
W'e know what \ (>u can do — what 
you have done. In every call for 
Red Cross service, for Y. W. C. A. 
^^■elfare Leagues, etc.. women 
have done a noble part, and you 
need not say now, you haven't 
the time, nor ability — you hav< 
worked eftectively there; you can 
and must work here. The com- 
bined horse is the one greatest in 
demand now. There will be many 
and varied objections by the wo- 
Sien to voting. Meet these ob- 
jections with a smile, be patient, 
and untiring in your efforts to 
succeed, so that our co-workers. 
:the men, will look upon us as a 
help rather than a hindrance. Let 
our slogan be : Triumph, Democ- 
racy." 



"W'e, the democratic women of 
Madison county, pledge our belief 
in and devotion to the -undying 
principles of the party and we or- 
ganize ourselves into the Madi- 
son County Women's Democratic 
League, and offer our co-opera- 
tion the democratic party organ- 
ized iri this county, for the pur 
pose of enrolling and bringing ti;

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The Report Charge Is Made 
For A Service Rendered 

REPORT charges aue only made under certain conditions on person tO 
person long distance calls (which include appointment and messen- 
ger calls), and tiien only in cases where the telephone company has 
performed for you a real service in the use of its lines and operators. 

When you give a messenger instructions to deliver a message across town 
to a particular person add to bring you an answer and the messenger carrie*i 
out your instructions but reports that the parly was absent front' 
the address given and coidd not be located, what do you do? 
You pay the messenger a fee for the service he rendered. 

When you ask the telephone company to locate a person in 
a distant city for you and it connects with the given address 
but the person is not there and it so reports to you, it has done 
all it could. It used its agencies fully but it could not control 
the whereabouts of the person whom you desired to reach. It 
has done what the messenger did. It employed its vnxeSi and 
effort was expended by its employes to perform the service re- 
quested by you, and for this service a diarge is made. 
This is the report charge.. 

The telephone company does not charge for all reports. 
No charge is made for reports of "busy,*- "put of order," or "donlt 
janswer.** 

Unless the company succeeds in reaching the designated station and re- 
ports to the calling station within one hour after the call is made, there is no 
report charge. 

Regardless of the number of reports made on a call for a particular party 
at a particular address, only one report charge, when applicable, is made* 

If the call is completed any time <£iring the day filed, all. charges for re- 
ports are cancelled. 

If there is anything abotit our rates and practices you don't understand, 
call the local manager and he will be glad to explain the whole schedule 
*oyou^ 

Or, if you are billed at any time with charges in conflict with the above* 
rules, take the matter up with the local manager. He will gladly and prompt- ^ 
ly correct the mistake. 

We believe that the willingness to correct error, inevitable in all enter- 
prises using human agencies, is one of the prime elements of public service^
